Replying to Secretary Blaine in ta« 


s;atomont that from 1807 to 1886 the 
possession of seal fisheries was enjoyed 
by tho United States without Intrusion 
or interruption from any source, Lord 
Salisbury says ho can not but think Mr.

Blaine, writing to Sir Julian Paunoe- 
foto, again goes over the ground of the 
entire controversy, and says that he It 
Instructed by the Proiident to proteal 
against the coume of the British Gov- 
ernment in encouraging and protecting 
vessels in doing violence against seal 
life. The President, Secretary Blalnt 
says, is surprised that such violation 
should be unnoticed by Lord Salisbury 
"because previous declarations of his 
lordship -would seem to render It Impos- 
sible." 


On the IHh day of November, 1887, 


Lord Salisbury, Secretary Blaine says, 
in an official interview with the Minis- 
tor from tho United States (Mr. Phelps) 
cordially agreed that "a board of regu- 
lations should be shaped for tho pres- 
ervation of the B0al» In Behring Set 
from destruction at proper times by thi 
citizens of either country," and Lord 
Salisbury suggested that Mr. Phelpl 
"should obtain from his Government 
and submit to him (Lord Salisbury) l 
sketch of a system of regulation which 
would be adequate for the purpose." 


Further Interviews were held during 


the following month of February (1888) 
between Lord Salisbury and the Ameri- 
can Minister and between Lord Sails-1 
bury and the American Minister, ac- 
companied by the Russian Ambassador.

You will perceive Secretary Blaine's 


axis, then, that from the llth of No- 
vember, 1887, to the a:U of April, 1888, 
Lord Salisbury had in every form o! 
speech assented to the necessity of l 
close season for the protection of tha 


seals. The assurances were given to 
the Americin Minister, to the Ameri- 
can ch.rg«, to the Russian Ambassador, 
and on more than one oeeaslo» to two 
"them toother. The United States 
had no reason, therefore, to doubt that 
the whole dispute touching the seal 
fisheries was practically settled. In- 
deed, to have distrusted It would have 
been to question the ijood faith of Lord 
Salisbury. In diplomatic Intercourse 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, be It said to the honor of both 
governments, a verbal assurance from a 
Minister has always been equal to his 
written pledge. Speaking the same 
language, there has been no room for 
misunderstanding between the repre- 
gentativen of the two governments, as 
may easily happen between those of 
different tongues.' 


For several weeks following April 


80th, Mr. Blaine says, "there were 
many call* by the American charge at 
the foreign 
office to learn whether 


•Canada had bee» heard from.' He 
called alone, and called In company 
with the Russian Ambassador. 


Finally on the «0th of June, Lord 


Salisbury told him that an urgent tele- 
gram had been "sent to Canada a week 
ago with respect to the delay In Its ex- 
pedition," and that a report "had been 
received by the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, saying that the matter 
will be taken up Immediately."

from lightning and the department turned 
out to find the wooden cover of the rheo- 
stat in the shop in flames. 
There is a 


ten horse power dynamo in the shop, 
used to operate the machinery and blow 
the forges. 
Lightning came in on the 


wires and fired the wooden frame. The 
fiames were quickly suppressed. 


FELT THB SHOOK.
